While  many  small  bulbs  will  bloom,  yet 
the  spikes  will  never  be  as  large  and  fine  from  small  bulbs  as  from  the  larger 
bulbs,  and  we  recommend  that  those,  at  least  one  inch  and  up  be  planted  when 
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blooms  are  the  main  issue.  The  bulblets  being  so  greatly  reduced  in  price  from 
the  large  ones,  it  is  quite  a temptation  to  order  them;  however,  germination  of 
these  bulblets  even  in  the  hands  of  expert  growers  is  often  only  from  fifty  to 
seventy  five  percent,  except  where  careful  methods  are  used.  So  unless  you  have 
already  had  experience  in  growing  bulblets,  we  would  recommend  that  bulbs  be 
planted. 

Many  will  think  that  we  do  this  only  for  our  own  personal  gain — to  sell  more 
large  bulbs  at  higher  prices.  But  this  is  not  the  exact  truth;  we  do  not  want  to 
see  anyone  who  is  interested  in  growing  glads  become  discouraged  through  the 
attempts  at  growing  bulblets.  Of  course,  in  the  long  run,  we  would  be  ahead 
anyway,  but  our  interest  lies  more  in  the  customer’s  satisfaction  that  the  dollars 
which  we  receive. 

So  if  you  are  a collector  and  like  to  grow  the  best  for  the  pleasure  to  be  de-  f 
rived  from  it,  grow  these  varieties.  I 

If  you  are  a grower,  striving  to  make  the  most  from  your  glads  grow  these  j 
varieties.  They  are  the  commercial  kinds  of  the  future,  and  each  is  in  a class  I 
by  itself.

NOTES  FOR  1926  SEASON  ! 

In  our  ads  the  past  season,  we  promised  to  tell  of  the  outstanding  varieties  = 
which  we  tested.  While  many  are  described  above,  we  are  giving  them  here  to  I 
compare  them  with  others,  not  so  listed. 

In  red,  which  includes  all  shades  from  scarlet  to  crimson,  the  two  that  stood  I 
out  most  prominently,  were  RED  TORNADO  and  PFITZER’S  TRIUMPH.  The  j 
former  is  truly  crimson,  and,  particularly  for  late  flowers,  will  be  one  of  the  most  j 
widely  grown  reds  for  it  far  surpasses  that  most  popular  crimson,  CRIMSON  j 
GLOW.  PFITZER’S  TRIUMPH  was  really  the  outstanding  variety  at  the  Roches-  j 
ter  show  the  past  season,  and  for  size  and  substance,  it  is  about  the  best  on  the  | 
market,  but  it  is  really  an  orange  salmon,  rather  than  a red.  ROODKAPJE  is  s 
a fine  blotched  red,  also  from  Europe.  PYTHIA  was  fine.  RED  FIRE  and  I 
DIANA  are  very  similar.  CARDINAL  PRICE  was  superb,  being  the  very  best  ] 
of  its  color.  SCARLET  WONDER  always  attracts  lots  of  attention  by  way  of  1 
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its  enormous  blooms.  SUPERBA  is  a fine  thing,  differing  in  color  from  the 
others  mentioned.  Unfortunately,  most  of  the  Australian  reds  were  received  too 
late  to  bloom,  but  RATA  is  a splendid  dark  shade,  and  IREMEL  made  a fine 
spike  of  rich  red,  with  white  throat. 

In  yellow,  GOLD  EAGLE  was  first  to  bloom,  and  Best  of  them  all.  We  were 
sorry  not  to  have  had  GOLDEN  DREAM,  as  some  prefer  it  for  exhibition,  but 
we  believe  that  GOLD  EAGLE,  on  account  of  its  earliness  and  slender  spike  will 
be  of  more  value  commercially.  YELLOW  WONDER  from  Holland  is  quite  simi- 
lar to  Kunderd’s  YELLOW  WONDER.  Both  are  rather  light  in  color,  large  and  J 
vigorous.  NORMA  TALMADGE  makes  a splendid  spike,  being  much  better  than  I 
GOLD.  GOLDEN  MEASURE  was  good,  as  usual.  j 

The  number  of  white  varieties  was  more  limited.  MRS.  HORNBERGER  and  j 
MRS.  PRESTGARD  are  quite  similar  in  bloom,  but  the  former  is  stronger  and  ? 
taller,  while  also  a little  later  I think.  PARSIVAL  and  PUREST  OF  ALL  showed  = 
up  well.  The  latter  merits  its  name — it  is  just  that — a pure  paper  white  with  fine  | 
placement,  but  only  moderate  substance.  Great  merit  nevertheless,  with  many  j 
flowers  open.  j 

In  lavender  and  blue,  MINUET  is  probably  the  best,  but  the  fine  spikes  which 
we  had  showing  were  frozen  before  opening.  HEAVENLY  BLUE  is  a variety 
with  a great  future.  With  us  it  was  superb — a pure  light  lavender  blue.  MRS. 
KONYNENBURG  is  an  improved  GERALDINE  FARRAR,  larger,  stronger  and 
better  propagator.  OTHELLO  is  similar  in  color.  “THE  ORCHID’’  is  a distinct 
new  type  and  well  worth  while.  Our  local  florist  thought  it  great-  BERNARD 
SHAW  is  a fine  flower,  light  in  color,  but  great  substance.  Will  withstand  any 
kind  of  weather. 

Closely  allied  with  lavender,  we  find  purple,  which  includes  several  foreign 
varieties  of  merit.  We  were  very  sorry  that  the  Australian  WAIRANGI  was 
frozen  before  blooming.  It  made  a fine  clean  spike,  five  feet  tall.  PAUL 
PFITZER  is  a fine  live  reddish  purple,  a fine  shade,  and  blooms  well  from  bulb- 
lets.  CHAS.  DICKENS  is  lighter  and  taller.  HENRY  FORD,  although  much 
denounced  on  account  of  the  placement  was  fine,  as  the  cut  on  another  page  will 
show.  This  spike  was  grown  from  a number  five  bulb. 

LADY  ALICE  was  supreme  among  the  orange  pinks — a grown-up  ALICE 
TIPLADY.  It  surely  was  fine. 

The  new  variety  SACAJAWEA  is  a very  unique  color  and  in  a class  by  itself. 
The  tall  graceful  spike  holds  many  well  placed  blooms  of  the  finest  coppery  f 
bronze.  A beauty  and  well  worth  while.  I 

In  the  pink  class,  there  are  many  fine  ones.  MRS.  P.  W.  SISSON  stood  out  j 
as  the  finest  of  them  all.  This  is  truly  a glorious  flower,  and  for  all  its  splendor,  | 
is  a most  delicate  thing  imaginable.  RITA  BECK,  too,  is  destined  to  become  iam-  I 
ous.  It  is  similar  in  color  but  the  form  is  different.  PEARL  OF  CALIFORNIA  ] 
was  fine — it  opens  many  large  florets  at  a time,  and  the  color  is  great.  For  real  j 
color  beauty,  GLORIANA  is  not  surpassed  by  any  glad  in  commerce.  It  is  truly  i 
delightful  in  its  exquisite  salmon  and  gold  coloring.  The  cut  was  made  from  a | 
spike  from  a number  six  bulb,  and  does  not  even  do  justice  to  that  spike.  CATH-  T 
ERINE  COLEMAN  was  splendid — as  she  always  is,  showing  five  to  seven  six-  = 
inch  blooms  at  once.  Perfectly  placed  too.  A variety  that  is  not  as  widely  known  I 
as  it  should  be,  is  Coleman’s  FONTAINE,  a dainty  peaches-and-cream  ruffled  j 
flower.  It  starts  blooming  early,  and  continues  late,  with  the  cut-and-come-again  = 
characteristics  of  Los  Angeles.  LONGFELLOW  is  one  of  the  scarcest  glads  of  I 
all,  and  one  of  the  very  best.  It  is  surely  a great  cut  flower. 

BREAK  O’  DAY  proved  its  earliness  by  being  one  of  the  first  half  dozen  to  = 
bloom.  It  will  be  widely  grown  when  plentiful.  MRS.  STANLEIGH  ARNOLD  is  | 
a magnificent  thing  with  the  whole  spike  out  at  once.  VICTORIA  FREDRICKS  j 
is  another  fine  early  pink.  TRUDAL  GROTZ  is  a massive  spike,  and  great  = 
grower,  while  MR.  W.  H.  PHIPPS  is  always  great.  I 
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There  were  a number  of  fine  Australian  varieties,  in  addition  to  those  already  I 
mentioned.
